RUSSIA 
STANDS LOYALY BY HER 
ALLIES 


Minister MilukauflF Declares That His 
Nation Will Not Desert, But 
Will Fight to Victory. 


Petrograd, April 19.—^Russia's aJlies need have no fear that she 
will desert the alliance or weaken her resistance to the enemy, Prof. 
Paul Milaukuff, the foreign minister, said today in an address to the 
representatives of British and French workingmen who are now in 
Petrograd. 


"We understood that at the moment of the revolution you might 
be afraid we would lose our strength for resistance," said the foreign 
minister. "I beg you to announce to your countrymen that free Russia 
has become doubly strong through democratization.''

tirely in agreement with the views ex- 
pressed by the representatives of the 
other entente powers. 


"The enemy precipitately deduces a 
desire for a separate peace In 
these 
notes scarcely more clever than 
the 
proclamations thrown into the Russia 
trenches inviting the peasants to re- 
turn to their villages and share the 
estates of the land owners," says the 


newspaper, 
no better success than the proclama- 
tions in the naive attempt to embroil 
Russia with her allies." 


Emphasizing the "monstrous soph- 
ism" of the Austrian declaration that 
the aim of the dual monarchy is to give 
the peoples the right to regulate their 
own destinies—the war aim announc-

crete indication of their aims, just as 
they ab.stained from replying to the 
definite appeal by President Wilson;

PRICE OF FOOD 
BEING FORCED 
TO NEW LEVEL 


Chicago, April 19.—An increase in 
the prices 
of 
bread 
is 
believed by 
bakers to be inevitable, in view of a 
steady advance in 
flour. 
Many bak- 
ers favor abolition of the six cent loaf, 
the recent successor of the Ave cent 
loaf, and reduction of the size of the 
ten cent loaf. Flour mills at Minneap- 
olis are reported swamped by ship- 
ping orders and embarrassed by short- 
age of cars. 
Last week the floud out- 
put decreased 28,055 barrels as com- 
pared wth the same v/eek in 1916. De- 
mand from large dealers fell off, but 
that from the family tradeincreased. 
Soaring prices of canned goods has 
elicited the suggestion that the fight 
for adequate food supply is not mere- 
ly a struggle to increase 
production 
and decrease consumption, 
but 
may 
be a battle 
wth 
persons who seek 
enormous profits through 
capitaliza- 
tion of the people's fear of famine. 


Purchase of canned goods for sum- 
mer 
delivery havse pushed 
up 
the 
priced of the new crop not yet planted 
in fiomeinstances 100 per cent. 
House- 
wives have taken fright and are lay- 
ing in huge stocks that retail grocers 
in many districts have been forced to 
place restrictions on the sale of can- 
ned goods, flour, sugar and soap. 


Retail grocers have established lim - 
tations on certain rood stuffs, beyond 
which individuals will not be permit- 
ted to buy. 
The purpose of the order 
is to foil consumers whose hoarding of 
foodstuffs is held responsible by deal- 
ers for much of the inflation in the 
price of certain staple 
commodities. 
So far four staples have been placed 
on the restricted list—canned goods, 
sugar, soap and 
flour. 
Purchases of 
these commodities are said to have 
more than tripled in some sections of 
the city during the last week.

Germany has thrown nearly a quarter of a million fresh troopi 
into the fray on tlie sixty-mile sector of the western front between 
Soissons and Auberive and still is unable to check the French advance. 
Botli north of the Aisne and in the Champagne, Gen. Nivelle's forces 
are pressing forAvard. The Jast strojinrhold of the Germans on the 
Aisne was taken with the ca})ture of the Vailley bridgehead yester- 
day and their wavering,' lines cojitinued last night to be pushed rapidly 
tiorthward. 


From (.'havomie on the Aisne the French have driven more than 
three miles north of the river despite desperate resistance by von Hin- 
denburg's reinforced armies. 


In the Champagne the successes of the French are equally strik- 
i?ig. Tiiey have driven a great wedge more than three miles deep into 
the German lines between Rheims and Auberive and last night's at- 
tacks netted Gen. Nivelle's men several important heights in the Mor- 
on villiers region. Two more German batteries were captured in the 
Moronvilliers fighting. Previously the taking of 75 German guns in 
the new French offensive had been reported so that the number of can- 
non wre.sted frim the Germans must now be nearly the 100 mark. The 
tone of the whole French official communication today is notably con- 
iident. The complete repulse of every German attempt at a reaction 
is unequivocally claimed ami tiie successes in the Champagne are men- 
tioned as having been achieved "on a great scale."

The French have so far taken more than 17,000 prisoners in their 
offensive. At last accounts the British had taken in excess of 14,000 
so that the combined offensives of the two armies thus far has result- 
ed in the capture of more than 81,000 men or the greater part of two 
German divisions.

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Benefit Cannot Be Lost. 


If within the next ninety days the war in Europe should be 
\)rought to an end by a peace that the democracies of the world may 
contemplate with feeling of security and satisfaction not a single bene- 
fit that is sought in the campaign for increased food production in the 
United States will be lost. 


Whether we are in for a long war or a short one, we must be fed, 
the world must be fed. Except there be a greatly increased produc- 
tion of foodstuffs we shall be underfed and the world must share with 
us the day of short commons. In no way can this be escaped save by 
turning over the soil of every available foot of productive ground in 
the United States and making it bring forth fruit. A^ast organization 
to this end is under ^^•ay. Federal, state and civic agencies of every 
sort are in a good coalition to bring this about and large results are 
the promise if the people in general make the response that their ne- 
cessities no less than their patriotism constrain them to make. 


Food production is one duty of patriotism that entails no sacri- 
fice. It will pay back many fold all that it initially may cost. It war's 
stresses turn out in the sequel to be milder than had been expected, so 
much the better, of course; but that Avill not make our stores of food 
any the less of consequence to us Avho produce it nor to the balance of 
the world which must at this time look to America mainly for what 
it may have to eat. Nothing that we can do—all of us together—will 
give us greater strength in the war or, in the event that war shortly 
ends, that will so effectively operates to bring costs of living within 
the general reach as to carry this increased food-production campaign 
toihe end that is«designed for it. 


Let the fact be kept in mind constantly that by appl^dng our- 
selves with diligence to food production we shall be able to repair the 
material wastes of war as fast as these wastes are made and that 
through such a labor we shall escape one of the worst of war's hor- 
ros. Wfe.have the soil, we have the people to cultivate it and we have 
the capable direction necessary to insiu-e that effort will be intelligent 
and fruitful. There is needed but that all of us shall enlist in this 
service of patriotism. 
In this work not a dollar of expenditure, not 
an hour of labor can be lost. In any event we shall have the benefit of 
our toil. Above and beyond all this we shall have had an experience 
in conservation and production of food that will stand us perpetually 
in good stead if we shall prove ourselves wise enough to profit by our 
self-set lesson. 
» 


Had there come upon us no necessities to fence the nation by the 
most vital of all measjires of preparedness, we still should be under 
compulsion of common sense and rational economy to increase our 
production of foodstuffs. Without the spur of war we might perhaps 
have gone on to neglect our stresses in this respect. Now that war has 
made this duty imperative and inescapable, let us profit by it to the 
uttermost extent. There can be no overproduction, no matter to what 
lengths this campaign may carry our people in the increased growing 
of foodstuffs. The world will need it all and more. 


The fact that the democratic and republican state committees 
have been unable to get together on a plan for non-partisan action in 
the selection of delegates to the constitutional convention does not in 
itself constitute any bar to the average citizen—who is himself a very 
numerous constituency—from exercising his highest inteliigeucc and 
patriotism to get the best possible men into the convention. While we 
believe that there was the possibility of much good in the proposal for 
non-partisan action, the failure of the plan is not fatal to the prospect 
of an able and trustworthy assemblage of delegates. The thing is up 
to the citizen, as it would'have been in any case. 


The government can reach out and touch the swollen fortunes 
and convert their vast increments to public account. That's easy. But 
it takes labor to raise potatoes. 
The owners of the swollen fortunes 
might not be very good at that; so let them work at the thing they can 
do—which is to make money—and let the government avail itself lib- 
erally of their labors and let the rest of us grow potatoes and raise 
cabbage. It's a fair break.

GETTING TOGETHER

Some universal system of training to 
make our young men stand up straight 
and march together, and learn to obey 
orders, is such a means, and it would 
be a fine and useful thing. 
The trouble 
is that a number of earnest people who 
hate the idea of war, more than they 
hate the idea of anything else, will not 
agree to this universal system of train- 
ing for our young men, because they 
think it means a 
concession 
to 
the 
"war spirit." 


The 
campaign 
against 
militarism 
ha^ made a few ordinarily sane and 
sensible 
people misdirect their 
zeal, 
and spend effort and money trying to 
abolish certain things that in normal 
times, when their 
vision 
was 
clear, 
they might consider excellent. 
It is as 
though there were a wave of national 
interest in prize fights, and in endeav- 
oring to combat that national attitude 
certain organizations said, "We must 
abolish 
competitive 
games 
in 
the 
schools. 
They breed 
and 
stimulate 
the fighting instinct." 


I do not believe that training Amer- 
ican young men to carry 
themselves 
well and to fight side by side if need 
be would make us any more likely to 
want to go to war. 
If that is true, then 
the converse is true, and we will not 
want to go to war just because we are 
not able to 
fight. 
In other words, we 
would stay out for cowardly reasons. 
I do not believe that the universal drill 
in Switzerland 
makes Switzerland 
a 
bully, anxious to leap into trouble with 
other small states, and I do not be- 
lieve that the 
universal 
service 
in 
France made France any more anxious 
for tliis war that was thrust upon her. 
I think that universal service in France 
helped to make a splendid fellow of 


the average young 
Frenchman, 
up- 
standing, clear-eyed, loyal to his coun- 
try, and free f r o m that cheap cynic- 
ism we so often find here. 
Universal 
training in a republic 
is a 
different 
thing f r o m militarism 
in 
Germany. 
You cannot m a k e a Germany of the 
United States simply by compelling all 
of our young men to spend half a year 
or a year in healthful and disciplin- 
ary training under 
the 
government. 
We had a large standing a r m y at the 
end of the civil war, but It did not 
make more men anxious to follow the 
profe-ssion of arms. 
All of our nation- 
al history proves that our men have 
been willing to fight when the need 
arose, and more than willing to take 
up the tools of peace when the fighting 
was over. 


Our greatest source of weakness now 
as a nation lies in the fact that we be- 
come less homogeneous every yeai\ W e 
are struggling to assimilate our new 
citizens, and one of the greatest in- 
juries that we do them is to give them 
everything in the way of freedom and 
opportunity and ask no service in re- 
turn. 


This great world-war has apparently 
brought democracy to Russia. 
Anoth- 
er good may come out of this great 
evil, if, when the war passes over, it 
leaves us with some nation-wide meth- 
od of claiming a year of loyal national 
service from every man in the land.

Cost of Medical Necessities 
Growing Higher and 
Higher. 


Drug prices côntlnue to soar, while 
opiates regarded as almost a necessity 
of medical existence, a shortage ex- 
ists which seems critical. 
The stua- 
tlon is very noticeable in the prices 
that are being asked in the drug stores 
of Fort Wayne. 


Morphine and codeine, which 
are 
derived f r o m 
opium, 
can 
be pur- 
chased only in small quantities and the 
prices asked 
are 
almost 
fabulous. 
Quotations on these drugs have 
in- 
creased a t the rate of almost | 1 an 
ounce a day wholesale, and to 
thé 
consumer the price, of course, is much 
higher. 
Quotations 
for 
a 
day 
on 
drugs now $20 were three weeks ago 
only $14. 


The reason for the phenomenal rise 
is said to be the failure of the opium 
crop In India and the great demand 
for these drugs 
because of the war. 
No opium is coming into this country 
and It is predicted that there will soon 
be a shortage that will make the drug 
as precious as a basket of jewels. 


Quicksilver, which in normal times 
is quoted from $35 to $40 Is now $150 
for a 75 pound 
flask. 
Permanganate 
of potassium, a disinfectant, is now 
$4.50 a pound. 
As this comes prin- 
cipally f r o m Germany 
the 
price 
Is 
easily explained. 


Quinine is $1.50 an ounce. 
Cam- 
phor is 50 per cent, higher t h a n two 
years ago. 


Haarlem oil. which comes f r o m Hol- 
land. is practically out of the 
m a r - 
ket. 
Before the w a r itipras 2 cents a 
bottle wholesale, but it has been cut 
off from import altogether. 


Cyanide of potassium, used in the 
manufacture of steel, has risen f r o m 
45 cents to $2.75 and cod liver oil is 
$135 a barrel wholesale. 
Before the 
w a r it sold at $35 a 30-gallon barrel. 


Arsenic has gone up 400 per cent, m 
the 
last 
few 
weeks. 
Tincture

arnica, in common use for burns and 
bruises, has also joined the

Hundreds of Thousands of 
Additional Acres to Be 
Tilled This Year. 


Indianapolis. Ind., April 19.—Hun- 
dreds. if not thousands of acres which 
have been idle for years will be tilled 
in Indiana this summer as part of the 
state's system of increasing food pro- 
duction. 
The work Is being systema- 
tized rapidly under the direction of 
Prof. G. I. Christie, of Purdue univers- 
ity, who In turn has been appointed 
state food director by Governor Good- 
rich. 
A corps of expert agriculturists 
are working under the state director, 
and not only will assist 
the 
farmer 
who has large tracts under cultivation, 
but also will help the backyard gar- 
dener. 


Governor Goodrich was one of the 
first state officials of the country to 
take up the question of increased food 
production. 
He called a meeting of 
farmers, business men and professional 
men a few days after war was declared, 
and as a result 
of 
that 
conference 
meeting.? have been held in practically 
every county of the state at which the 
need of more planting and greater 
crops was discussed, and plans laid to 
carry out the suggestions. 


Mayors of Indiana cities also have 
met with the governor, and through 
them attention 
of 
residents of the 
cities has been directed to gardening. 
It is realized that the small gardens 
will not produce sufficient, especially 
under the care of the unskilled average 
city man. to stock the pantry for the 
winter, but those 
Interested 
in the 
work say that every vegetable grown 
will mean that much less of a demand 
on the supplies for the government 
and those placed on the open market. 


The plans which are being followed 
out in a general way Include obtaining 
information about all idle land in the 
state, and the addresses of the owners. 
The larger fields will 
be 
plowed by 
tractors, men who handle such ma- 
chines having agreed to furnish them 
where needed. 
Municipal committees 
are plowing vacant lots In cities. 
In- 
formation which will make It possible 
to find men, women and children to 
cultivate the land also Is being col- 
lected and from it some plan will be 
worked out for furnishing helpers to 
farmers. 


Steps have been taken to produce 
sufficient food on state ground to sup- 
ply all the state charitable and correc- 
tional 
Institutions. 
The state 
has 
leased farm land to be worked by in- 
mates of the Indiana state prison and 
the state's cultivation this year will 
embrace about 2,500 acres more than 
in 1916. The state officials also have

Steak is the standard American meat 
no matter to what heights its price 
may rise. 
It is the one dish for which 
the average man refuses to tolerate a 
substitute, but he can sometimes be 
persuaded

cooked by some method which is more 
economical than broiling. 
Here are 
some reliable recipe;: which have been 
tested and found good. 


Smothered Steak. 
Buy a thick piece of round steak 
and cut gashes in both sides. 
Rub in 
as much flour as possible and brown In 
hot bacon fat. 
Season with salt and 
pepper, put into a casserole, add three 
seeded peppers or a little stewed to- 
matoes, and simmer in the oven or on 
top of the stove for an hour and a 
half. 
Thicken the gravy and garnish 
the dish with triangles of toast before 
aerving. 


Steak With Dumplings. 
Buy round steak, pour boiling hot 
water over it and drain quickly, cut 
In small pieces, roll in flour, season 
with salt and pepper, fry in hot fat, 
cover with hot water and stew until 
tender. 
Keep covered and add water 
as required. 
Just before serving make 
a batter of 1 cupful of flour, 1 heaping 
teaspoonful of baking powder, 
tea- 
spoonful salt and water enough 
to 
make a dough .which will drop from 
the spoon.

Baked Steak. 
In a well buttered dripping pan put 
a steak which is at least ^ inch thick, 
sprinkle with grated onion, salt and 
pepper, spread with butter, and bake 
15 minutes in a very hot oven. 
Strain 
the liquor from 1 can of 
tomatoes, 
thicken with 1 tableapoonful of butter 
rubbed into 1 tablespoonful of 
flour, 
add 1 teaspoonful sugar and season 
with salt and cayenne or a few grains 
of curry powder. 
Pour over the steak 
just before serving. 


E^ngUah Pudding. 
Buy a piece of steak 1 inch thick, 
and cut it into cubes. 
For 2 pounds of 
meat allow 1 pound of flour mixed 
with 
pound of suet. 
To the flour 
and suet add M teaspoonful of salt 
and 1 cup of cold water.

Thousands Ready to Take 
Over Democracy and 
Ideals of U. S. 


(By OSCAR S. STRAUSS.) 
(Member of Hague Tribunal Fonner 
Secretary of Commerce and Labor.) 


New York, April ^J.—News that the 
gates of freedom have opened in Russia, 
the Jews whom czarism drove into ex- 


ile will return to their native land to 
sprea dthe freedom they learned in the 
United States. 


For the Jew is the original repub- 
lican and republicanism of the United 
States is the nearest approach to the 
ideals of the prophets of Israel ever 
incorporated in a state. 
The reign of 
terror in Russia began upon enactment 
of the May laws (1882), which placed 
6,000,000 Russian 
Jews under 
untold 
hardships and restrictions. 


A Pole could travel throughout the 
empire; a Finn could 
do business; a 
Ukranian sccure education. But Russian 
law barred Jewish children from public 
schools and sick Jews from hospitals; 
denied Jewish youth admittance to the 
professions; forbade Jewish families to 
live outside the pest-breeding ghettos or 
travel from town to town. 


Organized massacres shed the blood of 


old men, defenseless women nnd little 
children. 


When the chief of the holy synod was 
asked what he hoped to effect by this 
blood curdling policy, he said: 
"One- 
third of the Jews will be converted, one- 
third will be sacrificed, and one-third will 
be driven into exile. 
In that way the 
Jewish question in Russia will be solved." 


Just so did the sultan seek to solve 
the Armenian question. 


The third who were driven into exile 
became apostles of Russian freedom. The 
tales of horror they spread abroad pre- 
pared the world for revolution in Russia. 


In the United States the Jew from 
Russia found a land of promise, free 
schools for liis children, industrial and 
professional openings for his grown sons 
and daughters, a home wherever he chose 
to live. 


Now the Jew is able and anxious to 


repay America. By tons of thousands he 
j is going back to Russia t«) show tlie big- 
gest country on earth liow Russia needs 
the United States. 


Russia, 
covering 
one-sixth 
of 
the 
earth's surface and populated by 185,- 
000,000 people, awaits development, '¡"he 
mines of Gokon were not so rich as the 
unworked Urals. 
'J'hc vast agricuitiirul 
governments demand farming machinery. 
The empire three times as large as the 
United Sta^s has only 54,000 miles of 
railroad. 


There is incalculable work to be done, 
armies of still leaderless laborers wait- 
ing to do it, and enormous bank deposits 
on which to draw. For vodkaless Jiussia 
is steadily growing rich. In the twelve 
years, 1905-1917, bank deposits increased 
eight billion roubles ($4,000,000,000). 


Here lies the first opportunity of the 
Russo-American Jew. • They came to 


America exiled apostles of Russian free- 
dom. 
They will repay America for liei 
shelter by returning to spread Ameri- 
can ideals, customs and trade throughout 
new Russia. 


Already it is said new Russia's fate 
hangs on the efficient management of 
the Trans-Siberian railroad, and Paul 
MilufTok, "The ^Vmericnn," will probably 
ask Anicrioans to take over its control 
and reorganization. 


Siidi a policy foreshadows two groups 
of self-governing United States stretch- 
ing from Sandy Hook to Warsaw—nearly 
two-thirds around the world. 
It calli 
for a small army 
of English-speaking 
Russian trained to American ways of 
thinking anu working. 
It would be aa 
opportunity 
for 
spreading 
American 
standards and trade by the unforgettirig 
Jew.

The retirement of Shafer was gall to 
McGraw, who saw a wonderful future for 
the youngster. _ 


At his home here Shafer commented as 
follows upon his entry onto and exit from 
the professional diamond. 


"Christy Mathewson is one of the finest 
men I ever met and he would be welcome 
at any time in my home. 
I can't say 
that much about many of the professional 
ball plaj'ers whom I met. 


"A.s a boy I played good ball and there 
was a glamor about the big leagues that 
fascinated me. 
Now I realize that base- 
ball isn't what I thought it was when I 
first communicated with Connie Mack for 
the purpose of getting on with him. 


"Nothing came of my negotiations with 
Mack, and McGraw told me to report for 
practice at Marlin Springs in the training 
season of 1909. My friend Fred Snodgrass, 
who was playing with New York, was re- 
sponsible for McGraw giving me a chance. 
At that time I was 10 years old, and I 
don't think I made a very good impression 
the first few weeks. I fell down and broke 
my hand and my batting in practice was 
rotten. I'll admit I was disgusted at some 
stunts ccrtain ball players pulled off. Any- 
way 'Cy' Seymour nicknamed mo 'Tilly,' 
and it stuck. 


"The kidding that I got made me deter- 
mined to prove that I could go with the 
best of them. 


"The first season I played In five full 
games. The second season, fnat of 1910, I 
played even less. Both those years they 
paid me $1,800. 


"I was roasted for not playing in 1911, 
and called a prima donna. 
The reason I 
didn't play was because my mother was 
ill. 
In 1912 I returned and improved my 
batting by hitting left-handed. , McGraw 
let mo have ?2,100 for that season. 


"It was in 1913 that my best year came, 
but all the time I was losing interest in 
profe.s5lonal playing. It seemed that all I 
ever wanted to do from the first was to 
prove that I could make good up there. I 
was paid $4,800 in 1913. 


"I don't know how seriously JIcGraw 
took me when I told him I was through 
after the 1913 season. Anyhow he sent an 
agent to Los Angeles with a $12,000 con- 
tract for 1914 when I refused to return 
east. 
I wasn't interested and wouldn't 
consider it. 


"Professional baseball isn't a normal 
life ^for a young fellow and I want to live 
normally and among the friends who take 
you for your worth and not for what they 
can use you for. 
Every year of baseball 
carried me from the life I liked best. So I 
quit." 


Shafer Is 38 years old today, four years 
older than when he refused a salary that 
"Alexander the Great" at Philadelphia is 
reported to have signed for this year. In 
hla last year Shafer batted .295. H* hit 
.320 the last three w«ek8 of the iMson.

Late reports confirm the early ones 
that t h e winter w h e a t crop has been 
an almost total failure.

Twenty-five 
minutes after

accident she was

route for Warsaw. 
The local Penn- 
sylvania officials telephoned the acci- 
dent to her and followed it up with an 
automobile to take her to the depot. 


Mr. Guy is 4.S years old, having been

Charles R. Lane is Principal 
Speaker at Patriotic 
Demonstration. 


The Wabash Bhopmen lifted a lar^e 
flag to its proper place at the top of 
an eighty-foot pole at noon today. 
As 
the flag was drawn to the top 
the 
whistles of a half dozen engines blew 
their salutes and the sevei-al hundred 
present i-esponded with loud applause. 
The ceremony was In charge of Byron 
Strawn and the address was made by 
C. R. Lane. 
His theme was the honors 
due the flag and in its claim to eulo- 
gium the speaker recited Nesbit's— 
"Your flag and my flag 
And how it flies today 
In your land and my land 
And half a world away. 
Rose red and blood red. 
Its stripes forever gleam. 
Snow white and soul white 
The good forefather's dream; 
Sky blue and blue true, 
AVith .stars that gleam aright, 
^ The faithful guidon of the day 
A sheelter through the night." 
The speaker said the reason for hon- 
oring the flag is that no longer do we 
have kings, emperors, czars 
or 
po- 
tentates to stand for the national life. 
"The sovereignty of this government," 
he said, "is in the people and the peo- 
ple chose the red and white and blue 
to eemplemize their sovereign power. 
Instead, therefore, of shouting "Long 
live the king" or "Vive l'empereur" or 
"Hoch der kaiser," 
we 
shout 
"Old 
Glory," and uncover only to the Stars 
and Stripes. 


"We welcome," the speaker contin- 
ueed, "the new republic of Russia to 
the brotherhood of republics and we 
want this war to continue until the 
German people against whom no good 
American is conscious of the slightest 
hate shall themselves wrest authority 
from the kaiser and place It in the 
people where it belongs." 
This senti- 
ment produced applause. 


The speaker said there will always 
be wars when the power to declare 
war is in thrones, but there will always 
be peace when all thrones have been 
demolished and the rule of the people 
lifted to the 
seat 
of 
power. 
(Ap- 
plause). 
In conclusion the 
speaker 
pointed out the concrete blessings of 
freedom for which the flag stands and 
led the audience in a rousing three 
cheers for the sun-kissed and wind- 
tossed colors above.

In other words, the men were found to shoot 
better withoiu an\thing to distract their minds. 
Although our n-.arks:nansiiip in the battle off 
Santiago '»n July 4, jgr^S. was not witliin a few 
hundred per ceni of v/hat our gunners could do 
today, it was extraordinary for naval gunnery 
at that time.

in developing the motor patrol boat. 
Several different types of patrol 
boats have been purchased by the Navy Department and extensive experi- 
ments carried out with the boats in active operation on the Atlantic Coast. 


The more recent of these boats to be launched and put into active commis- 
sion is the 50 feet by 10 feet by 3 feet torpedo boat designed and built by the 
same concern that has built more than fifty large patrol boats for the Russian 
Government, 


This torpedo boat is designed for two purposes—protection against sub- 
marines, offensive work against battleships, cruisers, etc. 
The boat is equip- 
ped with a .1-pound rapid-fire gun in the bow and an IS-inch torpedo tube at 
the stern.

The control of the boat is amidship, sheltered by weather cloths, and con- 
tains the steering wheel, telegraph and speaking tubes to the engine room and 
gun pit. The after-deck is devoted to th e mounting of the torpedo tube of light 
con.struction, whicli is hanitled the same way as those used on che United 
States destroyers. 
All the flagpoles and the signal mast, as well as rail stanch- 
ions, are stream line foi'M to offer minimum head resistance, wjiich is exces- 
sive at forty-one miles an iiour.

W h y Ladrones Changed N a m e . 


Tears ago, when a child read in his school 
books of the Ladrone Islands, they seemed x 
vague and obscure land, something on the order 
of Stephenson's Treasure Island or the scenes 
of one of Jules Verne's romances. When Dewey 
captured the Philippines in 1898 and then sent 
one of his cruisers over to seize the Island of 
Guam, 
the Lradrones jumped 
into 
immediate 
prominence as one of our own possessions. 


Guam, also, had been a more or less myth- 
ical spot up to that time. 
It wa« long cus- 
tomary for European ships, when clearing for 
a destination which they wished to keep se- 
cret, in the old sailing ship days, to take out 
papers "for Guam." 


When Dewey captured the iglands, however, 
their history aroused general Interest and the 
Ladrone Islands, became a familiar term 
in 
every school. 


Recently 
the 
United 
States 
Government 
changed their name to the Mariaita Islands, 
abolishing the title that had existed for cen- 
turiee. 
Thi« was not due to any sentimental

This was another change made with a definite 
purpose.

It will be recalled, played the most Important 


part in the capture of San Juan Hill. 
All were 
used as Infantry regiments in storming the hill. 


All troopers mount and dismount on the near 
(left) side of the horse. 
When thé command 
'•fight on foot" was given, it was found that 
some little delay waa caused In getting around 
the head of the troop horse to seize the rlflo.

spring in the leather bucket prevents the 
rifle 
from .'ogfring out, when the liorses are at the 
trot. 
If a rider is hurled from a horse in a 
charge, hif. rifle would go with him. 


It was easy to see why the change was made 
from tlio old blue uniform to khal<i and then to 
olive drab.

The mortality among the oflicers was so great 
that 
the British 
War Office issued an 
order 
prohibiting any commander from following the 
time-honored custom'of standing up when his 
men were ordered to lie down and fire from 
the prone position. 
Immediately, the 
patterà 
of tlioir uniform was changed. 


The 
first 
experiment was with khaki of a 
}-el!ow shade. 
This was all right for 
South 
-Africa, but in a heavily wooded country wag 
found to be too conspicuous. 


Uncle Sam also tried the yellow khaki for a 
time. 
It was ali right for the sand dunes and 
cactus brush of the Mexican border, but, in 
other localities, 
could 
be too 
easily 
distin- 
guished. 
The latest issue is a dark shade of 
olive drab. 
The overcoats which may be seen 
on marines standing outside recruiting offices 
iire known as the "winter field" shade, and this 
color has been adopted after a careful study as 
to which shade Is the least conspicuous under 
all conditions. 
The German 
army, 
similarly, 
uas chosen a dull shade of gray, which is best 
adapted to their climatic and scenic conditions. 


The old blue uniform, through its years of 
Mssociatlon with the American army, from thu 
days of the buff and blue of the Continentals 
down through the Mexican, civil and Spanis.n- 
Amerlcan wars, was found impracticable when 
Uncio Sam decided to become a colonial power. 
The blue- uniform was not suited 
f®r tropic 
climes. 
It Is still retained for the dress uni- 
form, however, by all branches of army 
and 
navy. 


It was a case of necessity to develop some- 
thing for new conditions, and there was no hes- 
itancy in making the chang#. 


The -old McClellan saddle, one of the most 
popular ever issued to any army, will also be 
dropped. 
The reasons are good and sufficient. 
It is being rapidly superseded by a new pattern 
of saddle 
The McClellan was really an adap- 
tation 
of the one used 
by Zachary 
Taylor s 
troops in the Mexican War. 
In those days the 
saber waa the weapon of the cavalryman in tho 
charge. 
To use it effectively, a man had to 
rise in his stirrups. 


The average riding saddle had stirrups slung 
at least 
inches further forward than those 
on th« military equipment. 
This placing the 
stirrups far back enabled a trooper to stand -n 
the stirrup with his legs nearly straight. 
This 
feature was retained in the McClellan. which 
also preserved the general pattern of the tree, 
which rer.ta on either side of the horse's spine 
With an opening in the saddle directly over th* 
animal's backbone. 
This was found to be a 


great preventive of sore backs.

In later days, however, when hurried shifting 
of the cavalry has been necessary—as in the 
transfer of the Tenth Cavalry from Port Ethan 


Allen, Vt., to the Mexican border, and

ing of eciuipment. 
The Tenth took the equip- 
ment of the Second Cavalry, formerly at Fort 
Bliss, near El Paso. 
Saddles adjusted to the 
back of one horse often will not fit another, 
especially as there is considerable difference in 
size in some of the cavalry horses. 


Accordingly, a new saddle

shock that would knock any enemy off his feet, 
even if he were not hit in a vital spot. 


In the old Indian days, around the time of 
Custer, the heavy bullet did its work well. 
It 
was not of long range, but delivered a smash- 
ing stroke at close quarters—and a revolver la 
not expected to be a long-range weapon. 


Bur when the Indian difficulties were 
over 
and 
tho possibility of our troops being used 
elsewhere 
was 
considered, 
another 
question 
had to be taken up. 
The length of range of 
rifles

increasing.

PRICE OF FOOD 


BEING FORCED 
TO NEW LEVEL 


' Chicago. April 19.—An Increase in 
the prices of bread is believed by 
bakers to be inevitable. In view of a 
steady advance in flour. 
Many bak- 


ers favor abolition of the six cent loaf, 
the recent successor of the five cent 
loaf, and reduction of the size of the* 
ten cent loaf. Flour mills at Minneap- 
olis are reported swamped by ship- 
ping orders and embarrassed by short- 
age of cars. Last week the floud out- 
put decreased 28.0B5 barrels as com- 
pared wth the same week in 1916. De- 
mand from large dealers fell off, but 
that from the family tradeincreased. 
Soaring prices of canned goods has 
elicited the suggestion that the fight 
for adequate food supply is not mere- 
ly a struggle to increase production 
and decrease consumption, but may 
be a battle 
wth 
persons who seek 


enormous profits through capitaliza- 
tion of the people's fear of famine. 


Purchase of canned goods for sum- 


mer delivery havse pushed up tha 
prices of the new crop not yet planted 
in someinstances 100 per cent. House- 
wives have taken fright and are lay- 
ing in huge stocks that retail grocers 
in many districts have been forced to 
place restrictions on the sale of can- 
ned goods, flour, sugar and soap. 


Retail grocers have established linv- 


tatlons on certain rood stuffs, beyond 
which individuals will not be permit- 
ted to buy. The purpose of the order 
is to foil consumers whose hoarding of 
foodstuffs is held responsible by deal- 
ers for much of the inflation in the 
price of certain staple commodities. 
So far four staples have been placed 
on the restricted list—canned goods, 
sugar, soap and (lour. Purchases of 
these commodities are said to have 
more than.tripled In some sections of 
the city during the last week.

Washington, April 19.—Nicaragua 


has aligned herself with the Latin- 
American nations endorsing the entry 
of the United States in the war with 
Germany. The" foreign office at Ma- 
nagua notified the state department 
today that the government there 
sympathizes with the United States in 
Its action, but made no mention of 
neutrality. 


With the exception of Costa Rica, 


whose new government offered the 
use of her ports and territorial waters 
to the American navy, Nicaragua is 
the first of the Central American group 
to define Its attitude. Reports of anti- 
German riots in Argentine, wholesale 
dismissals of nationals of the central 
powers from government workshops 
and arsenals and the order to German 
residents to evacuate a certain su- 
burban zone of Buenos Aires are con- 
strued here as indicative of the diffi- 
culty the Argentine government will 
have In preventing itself being forced 
by Its own peoeple into an open break 
with Germany.

Do Not Halt French. 


GREAT BATTLE REMAINS WITH NEVILLE 


(By The Associated Press.) 


Germany has thrown nearly a quarter of a million fresh troop* 


into the fray on the sixty-mile sector of the western front between 
Soissons and Auberivc and still is unable to check the French advance. 
Both north of the Aisne and in the Champagne, Gen. Nivelle's forces 
arc pressing forward. The last stronghold of the Germans on the 
Aisnc was taken with the capture of the Vailley bridgehead yester- 
day and their wavering lines continued last night to be pushed rapidly 
northward. 


From Chavonne on the Aisne the French have driven more than 


three miles north of the river despite desperate resistance by von Hin- 
denburg's reinforced armies. 


Jn-tho Champagne the successes of the French arc equally strik- 


ing. They have driven a great wedge more than three miles deep into 
the German lines between Rheims and Auberivc and last night's at- 
tacks netted Gen. Nivelle "s men several important heights in the Mor- 
onvilliers region. Two more German batteries were captured in the 
Moronvilliers fighting. Previously the taking of 75 German guns in 
the new French offensive had been reported so that the number of can- 
non wrested frim the Germans must now be nearly the 100 mark. The 
tone of the whole French official communication today is notably con- 
fident, Thn complete repulse of every German attempt at a reaction 
is unequivocally claimed and the successes in the Champagne are men- 
tioned as having been achieved "on a great scale." 


Washington, D. C.. April 19.—The 


friends and opponents of tho admin- 
istration plan for raising an army by 
selective draft lined up in congress to- 
day for the impending fight over the 
two systems.

Benefit Cannot Be Lost. 


If within the next ninety days the war in Europe Khoulfl l)e 


Brought to an end by a peace that the democracies of the world may 
contemplate with feeling of security and satisfaction not a single bene- 
fit that is sought in the campaign for increased food production in the 
United States will be lost. 


Whether we are in for a long war or a short one, we must be fed, 


the world must be fed. Except there be a greatly increased produc- 
tion of foodstuffs we shall be underfed and the world must share with 
us the day of short commons. In no way can this be escaped save by 
turning over the soil of every available foot of productive ground in 
the United States and making it bring forth fruit. Vast organization 
to this end is under way. Federal, state and civic agencies of every 
sort arc in a good coalition to bring this about and large results arc 
the promise if the people in general make the response that their ne- 
cessities no less than their patriotism constrain them to make. 


Food production is one duty of patriotism that entails no sacri- 


fice. It will pay back many fold all that it initially may cost. It, war's 
stresses turn out in the sequel to be milder than had been expected, so 
much the better, of course; but that will not make our stores of food 
any the less of consequence to us who produce it nor to tho balance of 
the world which must at this time look to America mainly for what 
it may have to cat. Nothing that we can do—all of us together—will 
give us greater strength in the war or, in the event that war shortly 
ends, that will so effectively operates to bring costs of living within 
tha general reach as to carry this increased food-production campaign 
to the end that is designed for it. 


Let the fact be kept in mind constantly that, by applying our- 


selves •with diligence to food production we shall be able to repair the 
material wastes of war as fast as these wastes arc made and that 
through such a labor we shall escape one of the worst of war's hor- 
ros. "WVbave the soil, we have the people to cultivate it, and we have 
the capable direction necessary to insure that effort will be intelligent 
and fruitful. There is needed but that all of us shall enlist in this 
service of patriotism. In this work not a dollar of expenditure, not 
an hour of labor can be lost. In any event we shall have the benefit of 
onr toil. Above and beyond all this we shall have hat] an experience 
in conservation and production of food that will stand us perpetually 
in good stead if we shall prove ourselves wise enough to profit by our 
self-set lesson. 


Had there come upon us no necessities to fence the nation by the 


most vital of all measures of preparedness, we Still should be under 
compulsion of common sense and rational economy to increase onr 
production of foodstuffs. Without the spur of war we might perhaps 
have gone on to neglect our stresses in this respect. Now that war has 
made this duty imperative and inescapable, let us profit by it to the 
uttermost extent. There can be no overproduction, no matter to what 
lengths this campaign may carry our people in the increased growing 
of foodstuffs. The world will need it all and more.

All of our nation- 
al history proves that our mon have 
been willing to fight whan the need' 
arose, and more than willing to take 
up tho tools of peace when tho fighting; 
was over. 


Our greatest source of weakness now 


as a nation lies In the fact that we be- 
come less homogeneous every year. W* 
arc struggling to assimilate our new 
citizens, and one of tho greatest In- 
juries that wo do them In to givo them 
everything In tho way of freedom and 
opportunity and ask no service In re- 
turn. 


This groat world-war has apparently 


brought democracy to Russia. Anoth- 
er good may conic out of thin great 
evil. If, when the war pauses over, it 
leaves us with some nation-wide meth- 
od of claiming a year of loyal national 
service from every man in tho land.

The fact that the democratic and republican state committees 


have been unable to get together on a plan for non-partisan action in 
the selection of delegates to the constitutional convention docs not in 
itself constitute any bar to the average citizen—who is himself a very 
numerous constituency—from exercising his highest intelligence and 
patriotism to get the best possible men into the convention. While wo 
believe that there was the possibility of much good in the proposal for 
non-partisan action, the failure of the plan is" not fatal to the prospect 
of an able and trustworthy assemblage of delegates.

Drug prices continue to soar, while 


ipiates regarded as almost a necessity 
if medical existence, a shortage es- 
sts which seems critical. The stua- 
ion Is very noticeable In the prices 
hat are being asked in the drug stores 
of Fort Wayne. 


Morphine and codeine, which are 


derived from 
opium, can 
be pur- 


chased only in small quantities and the 
prices asked 
are 
almost fabulous. 


Quotations on these drugs have in- 
creased at the rate of almost $1 an 
ounce a day wholesale, and to the 
consumer the price, of course, is much 
ligher. Quotations for a day on 
drugs now $20 were three weeks ago 
only $14. 


The reason for the phenomenal rise 


s said to be the failure of the opium 
crop in India and the great demand 
for these drugs because of the war. 
No opium is coming into this country 
and it Is predicted that there jvlll soon 
be a shortage that will make the drug 
as precious as a basket of jewels. 


Quicksilver, which in normal times 


is quoted from $35 to $40 is now $150 
Tor a 75 pound flask. Permanganat 
of potassium, a disinfectant, is now 
$4.50 a pound. As this comes prin- 
cipally from Germany the prico is 
easily explained. 


Quinine is $1.50 an ounce. Cam- 


phor is 50 per cent, higher than two 
years ago. 


Haarlem oil, which comes from Hol- 


land, is practically out of the mar- 
ket 
Before the war it was 2 cents a 


bottle wholesale, but it has been cut 
off from Import altogether. 


Cyanide of potassium, used in the 


manufacture of steel, has risen from 
45 cents to $2.75 and cod liver oil is 
$135 a barrel wholesale. Before the 
war It sold at $35 a 30-gallon barrel. 


Arsenic has gone up 400 per cent, r

Additional Acres to Be 


Tilled This Year. 


Indianapolis. Ind.. April 11.—Hun- 


dreds, If not thousands of acres which 
have been Idle for years will be tilled 
In Indiana this summer as part of tho 
state's system of Increasing food pro- 
duction. The work Is being systema- 
tized rapidly under the direction of 
Prof. O. I. Christie, of Purdue univers- 
ity, who In turn has been appointed 
state food director by Governor Good- 
rich. A corps of expert agriculturists 
are working under the state director, 
and not only will assist the 
farmer 


who has large tracts under cultivation, 
but also will help the backyard gar- 
dener. 
Governor Goodrich was one of the 


first state officials of the country to 
take up tho question of Increased food 
production. He called a meeting ol 
farmers, business men and professional 
men a few days after war was declared, 
and as a result of that conference 
meetings have been held in practically 
every county of the state at which tho 
need of more planting and greater 
crops was discussed, and plans laid to 
carry out the suggestions. 
, 


Mayors of Indiana cities also have 


met with the governor, and through 
them attention 
of 
residents of the 


cities has been directed to gardening. 
It Is realized that the small gardens 
will not produce sufficient, especially 
under, the care of tho unskilled average 
city man. to stock the pantry for the 
winter, but those Interested 
In tho 


work say that every vegetable grown 
will mean that much less of a demand 
on the supplies for the government 
and those placed on the open market. 


The plans which are being followed 


out In a general way Include obtaining 
information about all Idle land In the 
state, and the addresses of the owners. 
The larger fields will be plowed by 
tractors, men who handle such ma- 
chines having agreed to furnish them 
where needed. Municipal committees 
are plowing vacant lots In cities. In- 
formation which will make it possible 
to find men, women and children to 
cultivate the land also Is being col- 
lected and from it some plan wlirbe 
worked out for furnishing helpers to 
farmers. 
Steps have been taken to produce 


sufficient food on state ground to sup- 
ply all the state charitable and correc- 
tional Institutions. 
The state has 


leased farm land to be worked by in- 
mates of the Indiana state prison and 
the state's cultivation this year will 
embrace about 2.500 acres more than 
in 1916. The state officials also have 
written to the superintendents of all 
county 
Infirmaries, 
which 
control 


practically 20,000 acres and asked 
them to survey their resources care- 
fully, so that every available acre will 
be cultivated this year. Those In 
charge of the work say many problems 
remain to be worked out, but they are 
confident that means will be found to 
make 1917 a banner year for the state 
In the way of general food production.

Steak is the standard American meat 


no matter to what heights its price 
may rise. It is the one dish for which 
the average man refuses to tolerate a 
substitute, but he can sometimes be 
persuaded 
into accepting a steak 


cooked by some method which is more 
economical than broiling. 
Here are 


some reliable recipeu which have been 
tested and found good. 


Smothered Steak. 


Buy a thick piece of round steak 


and cut gashes in both sides. Rub in 
as much flour as possible and brown in 
hot bacon fat. Season with salt and 
pepper, put into a casserole, add three 
seeded peppers or a little stewed to- 
matoes, and simmer in the oven or on 
top of the stove for an hour and a 
half. Thicken the gravy and garnish 
the dish with triangles of toast before 
serving. 


Steak With I>umpllngs. 


Buy round steak, pour boiling hot 


water over it and drain ftuickly, cut 
in small pieces, roll in flour, season 
with salt and pepper, fry in hot fat, 
cover with hot water and stew until 
tender. 
Keep covered and add water 


as required, .lust before serving make 
a batter of T cupful of flour, 1 heaping 
tenspoonful of baking powder, ^ tea- 
spoonful salt, and water enough to 
make a. dough which will drop from 
the spoon. Use a teaspoon and put 1 
small dumpling on the top of each 
pier.n of steak. 
Cover closely 7 min- 


utes. 
Take up leaving tho dumpling 


on the meat, thicken thft gravy and 
serve at once. 


Steak With Stuffing. 


Gring the steak through the food 


chopper, season with 
salt, 
pepper, 


onion juice and bind with 1 egg. Make 
a stuffing 
as for poultry, using dry 


bread or cracker crumbs well seasoned 
and moistened with a little milk and 
1 egg. Grease gem pans or 
muffin 


rings and line with the chopped steak, 
add a layer of the stuffing, then an- 
other of the steak. Bake fifteen min- 
utes, and serve garnished with parsley. 


Bilked Steak. 


In a well buttered dripping pan put 


a steak which is at least % inch thick, 
sprinkle with grated onion, salt and 
pepper, spread with butter, and bake 
IB minutes in a very hot oven. Strain 
the liquor from 1 can of tomatoes. 
thicken with 1 tablespoonful of butter 
rubbed into 1 tablespoonful of flour, 
add 1 teaspoonful sugar and season 
with salt and cayenne or a few grains 
of curry powder. Tour over the steak 
Just before serving. 


Kngllsli Pudding. 


Buy a piece of steak 1 inch thick, 


and cut it into cubes. For 2 pounds of 
meat allow 1 pound of flour mixed 
with VI pound of suet. 
To the flour 


and snet add 
teaspoonful of salt 


and 1 cup of cold water. Break off a 
portion of the dough for tho pie cover 
and roll out the larger lump, line a 
baking dish, then add the meat and its 
seasonings, 2 tablespoonfuls tomato 
pauce and 
2 cups of water or soup 


stork. Moisten the edge of the paste. 
and put on the top crust. 
Tie up In 


a clean cheesecloth, and steam 2^4 
hours.

United States. 


For the Jew la the original repub- 


lican" and republicanism of the United 
States Is the nearest approach to the 
| ideals of the prophets of Israel ever 
I Incorporated in a state. The reign of 
I terror in Russia began upon enactment 
I of the May law* (1882), which placed 
6,000,000 Russian 
Jews under untold 


hardships and restrictions. 


A Pole could travel throughout the 


empire; a Finn could do business; a 
Ukrunian secure education. But Russian 
law barred Jewish children from public 
schools and sick Jews from hospitals; 
denied Jewish youth admittance to the 
professions; forbade Jewish families to 
live outside the peat-breeding ghettos' or 
travel from town to town. 


Organized massacres sued the blood of 


old men, defenseless women and little 
children. 
i 


When the chief of the holy synod was 


asked what he hoped to cITcct by this 
blood curdling policy, he said: 
"One-1 


third of the Jews will be converted, one- ' 
third will be sacrificed, and one-third will 
be driven into exile. In that way tho 
Jewish question in Russia wilt be solved." 


Just so did the sultan seek to solve , 


the Armenian question. 


The third who were driven into exile 


became apostles of Russian freedom. Tho 
tales of horror they spread abroad pre- 
pared the world for revolution in Russia. 


In the United States the Jew from 


Russia found a land of promise, free 
schools for his children, industrial and 
professional openings for his grown sons 
and daughters, a home wherever he chose 
to live. 
. Now the Jew is able and anxious to 


repay America. By tens of thousands he 
is going back to Russia to show the big- 
gest country on earth how Russia needs 
the United States. 


Russia, covering one-sixth of the 


earth's surface and populated by 185,- 
000,000 people, awaits development. The 
mines of Golcon were not so rich as the 
unworked Urals. The %rast agricultural 
governments demand farming machinery. 
The empire throe times as large as the 
United States has only 54,000 miles of 
railroad. 


There is incalculable work to be done, 


armies of still leaderlcss laborers wait- 
ing to do it, and enormous bank deposits 
on which to draw. For vodkaless Russia 
is steadily growing rich. In the twelve 
years, 1905-1917, bank deposits increased 
eight billion roubles ($4,000,000,000). 


Here lies the first opportunity of the 


Russo-American Jew. 
They came to 


America exiled apostles of Russian free- 
dom. They will repay America for hoi 
shelter by returning to spread Ameri- 
can idonls, customs and trade throughout 
new Russia.

Opposed to Press Censor- 


ship Feature of the 


Anti-Spy Law. 


Washington, April 19.—Debate on 


the administration espionage bill con- 
tinued in the senate today with the 
fate o fthe section imposing a press 
censorship and other restrictions upon 
publication of military affairs still in 
doubt. 


Senator Borah made a long attack 


upon the press censorship feature. 
Congress, he contended, citing num- 
erous legal authorities. Is utterly de- 
void of power to in any way interfere 
with the liberty of the press. The cen- 
sorship 
proposal, he 
declared, 
is 


"nebulous, drastic and omnipotent, 
the consequences of which no man can 
foresee." 


Whatever may be the construction 


placed upon the constitution in these 
days of somewhat latitudinous con- 
struction, said Senator Borah, "there 
is no doubt that their framers thor- 
oughly understood and \vere agreed 
that the national government should 
be absolutely excluded from all power 
over the press. There was no differ- 
ence of opinion in that." 


The first constitutional amendment 


Senator Borah 
said, was added to 


make certain that interference with 
liberty of the press by the federal gov- 
ernment was expressly denied. 


Regarding the contention that pre- 


servation of national safety Is now ad- 
vanced as the reason for proposing 
censorship. Senator Borah said: "The 
public interest has always been the 
basis for all attacks upon tho press 
Kings and dictators have suppressed 
publications because 
they believc'i 


them against public interest."

At that time I was 19 years old, and I 
don't think I made a very good impression 
the first few weeks. I fell down and broke 
my hand and my batting in practice was 
rotten. I'll admit I was disgusted at some 
stunts certain ball players pulled off. Any- 
way 'Cy' Seymour nicknamed mo 'Tilly,' 
and it stuck. 


"The kidding that I got made me deter- 


mined to prove that I could go with the 
best' of them. 


"The first season I played in five full 
imes. The second season, that of 1910, I 


played even less. Both those years they 
paid me 51,800. 


'I was roasted for not playing in 1911, 


and called a prima donna. The reason I 
didn't play was because my mother was 
ill. 
In 1912 I returned and improved my 


batting by hitting left-handed. McGraw 
let me have 52,400 for that season. 


"It was in 1913 that my best year came, 


123 but all the time I was losing interest in 
128 professional playing. It seemed that all I 
146 ever wanted to do from the first was to 
132 prove that I could make good up there. I 
160 -was paid $4,800 in 1913. 


"I don't know how seriously McGraw 


689 took mo when I told him I was through 


after the 1913 season. Anyhow ho sent an 
agent to Los Angeles with a $12,000 con-

Instead, therefore, of shouting "Long 
live the king" or "Vive 1'empereur" or 


j "Hoch der kaiser." we shout "Old 


Glory," and uncover only to the Stars 
and Stripes. 


"We -welcome," the speaker contln- 


ueod. "the new republic of Russia to 
the brotherhood of republics and we 
want this war to continue until the 
German people against whom no good 
American is conscious of the slightest 
hate shall themselves wrest authority 
from the kaiser and place It in the 
people where it belongs." This senti- 
ment produced applause. 


Tho speaker said there will always 


be wars when tho power to declare 
war is In thrones, but there will always 
bo peace when all thrones have been 
demolished and tho rule of the people 
lifted to tho scat of power. (Ap- 
plause). 
In conclusion the speaker 


pointed out tho concrete blessings of 
freedom for which the flag stands and 
led tho audience in a rousing three 
cheers for tho sun-kissed and wind- 
tossed colors above.

FIE United States Government has not been idle during the last two years 


in developing the motor patrol boat. Several different types of patrol 


boats have been purchased by the Navy Department and extensive experi- 
ments carried out with the boats in act ive operation on the Atlantic Coast. 


The more recent of these boats to be launched and put into active commis- 


sion is the 50 feet by 10 feet by 3 feet torpedo boat designed and built by the 
same concern that has built more than fifty large patrol boats for the Russian 
Government. 


This torpedo boat is designed for two purposes—protection against sub- 


marines, offensive work against battleships, cruisers, etc. The boat is equip- 
ped with a 1-pound rapid-fire gun in the bow and an 18-inch torpedo tube nt 
the stern. The hull is a'flush-deck type with an amidship break in elevation. 
The forward deck shows emplacement for the rapid-fire gan and a large hatctt 
over the machinery, which consists of a pair of eight-cylinder fi-% inches by 
7-\i inches high-speed 400 horse-power Dnescnbcrg marine engines operating 
at about 1400 revolutions a minute. 


The control of the boat, is amidship, sheltered by weather cloths, and con- 


tains the steering wheel, telegraph and speaking tubes to the engine room and 
gun pit. The after-deok is devoted to th e mounting of the torpedo tube of light 
construction, whieJi is han.iled the same way as those used on ;he United 
States destroyers.

Efficiency in Action.

To use it effectively, a man had to 
rise In his atirrups. 


The average riding saddle had stirrups sluns 


at least 1% inches further forward than those 
on tha military equipment. This placing the 
stirrups far back enabled a trooper to stand ;n 
the stirrup with his legs nearly straight.

feature was retained in the McClellan, which 
also preserved the general pattern of the tree, 
which rests on either side of the horse's spine 
with an opening In tho saddle directly over th« 
animal's backbone. This was found to be a 
great preventive of sore backs.

In later days, however, when hurried shifting

It 
was not of long range, but delivered a smash- 
ing stroke at close quarters—and a revolver i« 
not expected to be a long-range weapon. 


But when the Indian difficulties were over

weapons of lighter caliber, hut capable of shoot- 
ing farther. Tho result was the adoption of « 
.38-calibcr double-action weapon with a vastly 
increased range. 
It had not the smashing 


power of the old .45, but, in civilized warfare, 
was found to answer every expectation. 


When it came to subduing the Moros in th« 


Southern Islands of the Philippine group, how- 
ever, it was found the .38 was too light to stop 
a fanatical Moro who runs "hermandad" or 
"hermar.tile." as it is usually pronounced by 
the men. These Moros, who correspond to th» 
Mohammedan dervishes elsewhere, are taught 
by their religion that if they die fighting for 
their faith they are going straight to their own 
particular heaven. 


Tt takes very little of some native' drug to 


convince such gentry that it would be a great 
and glorious thing to exterminate a few Amer- 
ican soldiers, who are not' followers of tha 
prophet, and accordingly should be wiped out.
